Me advised that the Attorney General was 
informed that the leaders of the movement were, Hoy Wilkins, 
Executive Secretary of the NAACP, the Rev. M. L. King, Jr., 
who headed the Montgomery, Ala., bus boycott, and A. Philip 
Randolph, President of the Brotherhood of Sleeping Car 
Porters.
